A recent number of London Opinion 
containel an interesting article 
by Mr. Philip Snowden, M.P., on 
the ‘‘ Aims of the. Labour Party.” 
Mr. Snowden does not mince his 
words. In the course of his article 
he says : 

“The Labour Party is.driving at 
Socialism. Not only is Socia-«m the 
declared object of the United Labour 
Party, which is now represented in 
Parlament. by a. body of thirty 
members, but the hope of Socialism 
has been the inspiration of the agita- 
tiom which has been carried on so 
vigorously for the last fifteen years 
for independent Labour representa- 
tion in Parliament. 

“Socialism is a scheme of indus- 
trial and social organisation which 
those who advocate. it believe will 
abolish poverty and unemployment, 
and give equality of opportunity to 
share the material and intellectual 
comforts and joys of life. 

“Everybody admits, and most 
people deplore. the existence of so 
much poverty side by side with 
enormous wealth. Few will deny 
that most things appear to be wrong 
side up. Poverty seems to be the 
recompense of hard work and of in- 
cessant struggle. to live honesiiy; | 
riches seem to come as the. reward | 
of idleness or of successful cunning. 

“The orthodox economists tell us 
that- labour creates all wealth. But 
certainly those who create the wealth 
do not enjoy it.. We have, accord- 
ang. to the census. returns, half a | 
million men in the country who have | 
uot, and never had, any occupations, | 
but, who are suiliciently red rom |
